New Council Meets for First 
Time With Five 
Members 

AI Myei-s Elected to Office 
of Mayor—Committees 
Appointed 


E''or the first time since Tues¬ 
day, May 28, when the recall 
election went into effect, the City 
Council transacted business Wed¬ 
nesday evening of this week with 
a tun membership of five. The 
appointment of ti.imer A. Green 
to till the unexpired term of Don¬ 
ald C. Ashmore who resigned on 
June 18, completed the regular 
membership of the Board ol 
Trustees. Immediately following 
his appointment he took the oatn 
of- office and Al Myers was elect¬ 
ed president of the board, or 
Mayor of Sierra Madre, by a 
unanimous vote of the other tour 
counciimen. 

Mr. Green has been a resident 
of Sierra Madre tor nine year.s 
and comes with a record ol 
splendid experience and achieve¬ 
ment to fit him for able service 
to this city, it was only alter 
considerable urging that he con¬ 
sented to take the place on the 
board. 

Elmer A. Green was born in 
Brooklyn, New York, and gradu¬ 
ated troni Williams College, VVil- 
liamstown, Ma.ss. Immediately 
after graduation he was made an 
officer of adimiiistraiiou on the 
^faculty of his aima mater, in 
which capacity he served lor 1« 
years, rising to the position of 
legistrar. 

He has been actively connected 
with many civic programs in Bos 
Angeles, his first service being 
that of executive secretary for. 
Southern California in the Euro¬ 
pean Relief Council which was 
the enormous but successful un¬ 
dertaking arranged by Herbert 
Hoover tor feeding the children 
of Europe at the close of the 
World Vvar. Mr. Green also was 
in charge of the successful bond 
issue put over by Bos Angeles 
for establishing pensions for po¬ 
licemen and firemen. At present 
he IS associated with the Equit¬ 
able Life Assurance Society of 
the United States. 

In connection with the appoint¬ 
ment of committees, a resolution 
was adopted which is intented to 
greatly expedite the handling of 
city affairs. Thi.*! resolution em¬ 
powers the various committees to 
take action in regard to hiring 
and discharging employes in their 
respective departments without 
having to wait for action by the 
council as a whole. The action 
of these committees, however, 
will be subject to confirmation of 
the board but inasmuch as the 
three committee members would 
constitute a majority vote of the 
council, there would be little 
chance of a disagreement.

Kiwanians of

The speaker, in his very able 
manner, drove home the serious 
side of the trip, and yet he en¬ 
livened his discourse with bits of 
droll humor, particularly with in¬ 
cidents of the .stay in Elngland. 

Preceding the address. Presi¬ 
dent Ray Grant took occasion to 
welcome back Rev. A. O. Pritch¬ 
ard from his trip east, and an¬ 
nounced that Rev. Pritchard 
will "tell the boys all about it” 
in a talk befofe the club very 
.soon. Other members who have 
been fortunate enough to take a 
vacation trip will be called upon 
lor short talks from lime to time. 

President Grant read a brief 
rt'ixirt from the Kiwanis national 
convention at Milwaukee which 
showed that the Califomia-Neva- 
ua district carried off more than 
50 per cent of the forty attend¬ 
ance prizes awanled to the Ki- 
v anis clubs of Canada and the 
luiited Stales.

After the course is completed 
on July 20, there will be exam¬ 
inations and results will be care¬ 
fully tabulated. Local judges will 
be appointed to act with the in¬ 
structor during the e.xaminations 
and attractive Red Cross em¬ 
blems will be given the success¬ 
ful candidates to wear on their 
bathing suits. 

The results of instniction will 
be filed with Red Cross head¬ 
quarters at San Francisco and at 
Washington, D. C. Most of the 
expense will be borne by the 
local chapter but some assistance 
is given by the national Red 
Cross organization. It is very 
important, Mr. Humphries states, 
that all interested in the course 
appear at the meeting at 4 p. m.

Library Loans 
Show Big Gain 
Over Last Year 

Nearly 50,000 books were loan¬ 
ed for home reading from tlie 
Sierra Madre Public Library dur¬ 
ing the year ending June 30, 
19’29. according to a report sub¬ 
mitted to Lulu Moore, librarian. 
The exact figures weie 49,386, 
which represents a gain of 3466 
ov'er the record of last year. 

From the juvenile department 
there were circulated 12,193 books 
which indicates the interest of 
the young folks in good reading. 
An average of 21 per cent of the 
adult loans were from the non¬ 
fiction section. Two hundred and 
seventy-live new patrons applied 
for borrower’s privileges during 
the past year. 

In the past twelve months 530 
new volumes were added to the 
library, 252 books were discarded 
or lo.st and 122 have been re¬ 
bound. Sixty-two magazines and 
four newspapers are subscribed 
for. 

The mouth of June, 1929, also 
showed a gain of 166 b<X)ks loan¬ 
ed over the number loaned dur¬ 
ing the same month last year. 
The total books borrowed in June 
were 3933, of which 1058 were 
taken out by juveniles. The per¬ 
centages were as follows: Adult 
fiction, 50: adult non-fiction, 22; 
juvenile, 27.

N ot a few families are being taken to 
task in this city, by their children, for 
lack of opportunity for amusement. And 
the complaints have been incieased since 
the moving picture house closed its doors. 
And such complaints are not unjustified. 
Lack of adequate parks and playgrounds: 
the fact that there is no school auditorium: 
no baseball diamond; all contribute to the 
general unrest among the young folks. 

But comes now the city council and pio- 
poses to place flood lights on the tennis 
courts. And that body has already provided 
funds for the concert series which is being 
presented under the auspices of the cluim- 
ber of commerce. A public dance, with a 
very small charge is scheduled for each Fri¬ 
day night. The swimming pool has been 
opened and is proving a most popular spot. 
Things are beginning to look up for the 
youngsters—iuid the older people, too. Dad 
and mother, who realize the peculiar chai’m 
of Sierra Madre and who ai’e unwilling to 
live in the crowded city (which offers such 
infinite charm to the young people) lu-e 
beginning to hear less about the lack of 
amusement opportunities for the young¬ 
sters. With the new optimism which even 
these modest changes are bringing, is it not 
possible to begin now to foi^mulate a pro¬ 
gram which will add infinitely to the city’s 
attractiveness, imd cost little besides a 
small amount of effort on the pmt of each 
individual?

EAST CENTRAL NEEDS ATTENTION 

I MMEDIATE attention is needed on East 
Central Avenue, especially to that part 
of it lying east of the dairy. This street 
is partly in Sierra Madre and partly in Ar¬ 
cadia, and a move to cooperate in its im¬ 
provement should be taken at once. 

The pavement there is barely wide enough 
for two cai's to pass, and even at that, ex¬ 
treme caution must be exercised. Now that 
much of this pavement is covered over with 
dirt and sand washed in from the orange 
groves which border it, cars ai'e forced to 
run off the edge of the paving, in which 
deep, dangerous ruts have been cut. Steps 
j^hould be taken to remedy this matter, for 
there is considerable traffic over this street 
to Santa Anita Drive. 

Of course the ideal thing would be to come 
to some early decision about improving East 
Central all the way from Baldwin to Santa 
Anita, or “The Double Drive,” as it is gen¬ 
erally known. Pai't of this street is already 
probably of sufficient width for some time 
to come. Some arrangement should be 
made, however, to eliminate those extremely 
deep gutters which practically prohibit 
pai'king next to the curb east of Mountain 
Trail. Cai’s park towaid the center of the 
street to avoid the extreme tilt of going 
into the gutter and this leaves a very nai- 
row passage Way I'oi- cars to pass if they 
should happ-jn to meet at that spot. 

The bi'id'ge on East Central is also very 
rough an^ dangerous when cars go at ordi- 
,«w«i^y Tast speed. Even if we do not make 
fi wide boulevard of the main thoroughfare 
/of the city, still we must put it in such a 
' condition as to allow safe and comfortable

PRACTICAL EFFECTS OF PROHIBITION 

I N spite of the fact that we will always 
have with us the important and cocksure 
individual that pipes up with his feeble 
note, “It can’t be done,” or “It won’t work,” ; 
whenever any constructive action is started 
along any line, still there are some very i 
potent statistics available as to the practi¬ 
cal effects of prohibition in this country. 

In a news article in the daily papers last 

another big 


month was the statement that 
distillery in Scotland has closed its doors.” 
This was the third one this year, as we re¬ 
member it, and the production of whisky 
since the World War has lieen reduced in 
Scotland alone by many thousands of gal¬ 
lons annually. Wonder why? 

Then Roger W. Balrson, one of the coun¬ 
try’s most prominent statisticians, one of its 
foremost students of economic affairs, says 
in a recent review of conditions in this 
nation, a review which appeai’ed in the 
Washington Post of December 30, 1928, 
that prohibition saves our country $2,000,- 
000,000 a year; that the great growth of 
business coming through the installment 
plan and other innovations has largely been 
caused by the improved credit of wage earn¬ 
ers due to prohibition; that our people are 
unquestionably living longer and possessing 
better health because of it; that juvenile 
delinquency has decreased; that drug addic¬ 
tion is less; that real estate values have in¬ 
creased ; that savings-bank deposits are 
greater in number; that insurance policies 
have multiplied; that these are only a few 
of the benefits of prohibition which impress 
themselves on the economist and student of 
business conditions. Another economic au¬ 
thority Dr. Iiwing Fisher, has estimated the 
saving to the country through prohibition 
to be six billions a year. 

The country may not yet be “dry” but 
many little children have food and clothing 
today who would have been in want if the 
open saloon were still legalized.

Motor Car Death.s Equal a 
Third of Casualties in 
VVoild War 

California ranks fourth among 
the states of the Union in the 
number of fatal automobile acci¬ 
dents every year. The state’.s 
record was 1,870 motor car fatal¬ 
ities in 1928 with the prospect of 
an increased number this year, 
according to a survey made pub¬ 
lic by Clay S. White, national 
authority on traffic regulation.^, 
of Wichita, Kansas. 

"New York led the nation in 
fatal automobile accidents last 
year with a total of 2,582,” the 
report of the survey sets forth, 
"and Illinois was second wltn 
2,068. Ohio was third with 1,895, 
and Pennsylvania fifth with 1,787. 
Automobile fatalities for the en¬ 
tire United States totaled 27,500 
la.st year.” 

Mr. White pointed out that thi.s 
a.stounding total was more than 
one-third of the total of all Am¬ 
erican casualties in the World 
War and exceeded by nearly 15.- 
000 the total casualties suffered 
by American troops during the 
war with Spain. "It would seem.” 
Mr. White said, ”to be danger¬ 
ous to be safe in the United 
States.” 

Automobile fatalities in this 
country have more than doubled 
in the last ten years. Sixteen 
thousand more people were killed 
in automobile mishaps la.st year 
than met their deaths from this 
cause in 1919. There has been 
an average increase of 1,636 mo¬ 
tor deaths per year in the la.st 
decade.
